§ 1942.301 Purpose.

This subpart outlines Rural Devel opnent policies and authorizations and
sets forth procedures for making grants to finance and facilitate devel opment of
private business enterprises. Any processing or servicing activity conducted
pursuant to this subpart involving authorized assistance to Rural Devel opnent
enpl oyees, menbers of their famlies, known close relatives, or business or
cl ose personal associates, is subject to the provisions of Subpart D of Part
1900 of this chapter. Applicants for this assistance are required to identify
any known rel ationship or association with a Rural Devel opnent enpl oyee.

§ 1942.302 Policy.

(a) The grant programw |l be used to support the devel opment of small and
emergi ng private business enterprises in rural areas.

(b) Rural Devel opnent officials will maintain liaison with officials of
ot her Federal, State, regional, and | ocal devel opnent agencies to
coordi nate related prograns to achieve rural devel opment objectives.

(c) Rural Devel opnent officials shall cooperate with appropriate State
agenci es in nmaking grants that support State strategies for rural area
devel opnent.

(d) Funds allocated for use in accordance with this subpart are also to be
consi dered for use of Indian tribes within the State regardl ess of whet her
State devel opment strategies include |Indian reservations within the State's
boundari es. Indians residing on such reservations rmust have equa
opportunity along with other rural residents to participate in the benefits
of these prograns. This includes equal application of outreach activities
of Rural Devel opment Area and Local Ofi ces.

§ 1942.303 Authorities, del egation, and redel egati on

The State Director is responsible for inmplenenting the authorities
contained in this subpart and to issue State suppl enents redel egating these
authorities to appropriate Rural Devel opment enpl oyees. Grant approva
authorities are contained in Subpart A of Part 1901 of this chapter

§ 1942.304 Definitions.

Project. For rural business enterprise grants, the result of the use of
program funds, i.e., a facility whether constructed by the applicant or a
third party froma |l oan made with grant funds, technical assistance,
startup operating costs, or working capital. A revolving fund established
in whole or in part with grant funds will also be considered a project for
t he purpose of |ntergovernmental and Environmental Review under § 1942. 310
(b) and (c), of this subpart as well as the specific uses of the revolving
funds. For television denmonstration grants, television programm ng

devel oped on issues of inportance to farmers and rural residents.

Regi onal Conmi ssion grants. G ants nmade from funds nmade available to Rura
Devel opnent by the Appal achi an Regi onal Conmmi ssion (ARC) or other Federa
Regi onal Commi ssi ons designated under Title V of the Public Wrks and
Econoni ¢ Devel opnment Act of 1965.

Rural and Rural Area. Any area other than a city or town that has a
popul ati on of greater than 50,000 inhabitants and the urbani zed area
conti guous and adj acent to such a city or town according to the | atest
decenni al census of the United States. (Revised 12-20-02, SPECI AL PN.)

Rural Business Enterprise (RBE) grants. Gants made to fi nance and
facilitate devel opment of small and energing private business enterprises
in rural areas. Gants are nade from Rural Devel opnment funds under
authority of the Consolidated Farm and Rural Devel opnent Act, as anended,
Sec. 310B(c) (7 U S.C. 1932).

Smal | and energing private business enterprise. Any private business which
will enmploy 50 or fewer new enpl oyees and has less than $1 mllion in
projected gross revenues. (Revised 05-16-01, SPECI AL PN.)

Techni cal Assistance. A function perforned for the benefit of a private
busi ness enterprise and which is a problem solving activity, such as market
research, product and/or service inprovement, feasibility study, etc.

Tel evisi on denonstration program Grants made for tel evision programm ng
devel oped to denpnstrate the effectiveness of providing informtion on
agriculture and other issues of inportance to farners and other rura
residents. Gants are nade from Rural Devel opment funds under authority of
t he Consolidated Farm and Rural Devel opment Act, as anended, Sec. 310B(j)
(7 U S.C 1932).

(a)

Eligibility.

(1) RBE grants may be nade to public bodies and private nonprofit
corporations serving rural areas. Public bodies include States,
counties, cities, townships, and incorporated town and vill ages,
boroughs, authorities, districts, and Indian tribes on Federal and
State reservations and other Federally recognized |Indian Tribal groups
in rural areas. (Revised 12-20-02, SPECH AL PN.)

(2) The end result of the project nmust finance or develop a small and
emergi ng private business enterprise. The small business receiving
assi stance nust nmeet the definition contained in

§ 1942.304. However, if the small and energing private business
enterprise is an eligible nonprofit entity or other tax-exenpt

organi zation located in a city, town or unincorporated area with a
popul ati on of 5,000 or less and has a principal office on |and of an
exi sting or fornmer Native American reservation, the small and emerging
private business enterprise is exenpt frommeeting the definition
contained in § 1942.304. (Added 12-20-02, SPECI AL PN.)

(3) Regional Commi ssion Grant applicants nust neet eligibility
requi renents of the Regional Conmi ssion and al so of the Agency, in
accordance with paragraph (a)(1) of this section, for the Agency to
admi ni ster the Regi onal Commi ssion Gant under this subpart.
(Renunmbered 12-20-02, SPECI AL PN.)

(4) Television denpbnstration grants may be nade to statew de,
private, nonprofit, public television systems whose coverage is

predomi nantly rural. An eligible applicant nust be organized as a
private, nonprofit, public television system licensed by the Federa
Conmuni cati ons Conmi ssion, and operated statewide and within a
coverage area that is predominantly rural. (Renunbered 12-20-02,
SPECI AL PN.)

Project selection process. The follow ng paragraphs indicate itens

and conditions which nmust be considered in selecting RBE applications for
further devel opment. Wen ranking eligible RBE applications for
consideration for linmted funds, Agency officials must consider the
priority items net by each RBE application and the degree to which those
priorities are net, and apply good judgnent. Due to the small nunber of
applicants eligible for tel evision denmonstration grants, such applicants

wi | |

not conpete for priority points agai nst RBE applicants.

(1) Applications. The application and supporting information
submitted with it will be considered in determ ning the proposed
project's priority for avail able funds.

(2) State Ofice review Al applications will be revi ewed and
scored for funding priority. Eligible applicants that cannot be
funded shoul d be advised by the State Director that funds are not
avai |l abl e, and requested to advi se whether they wish to have their
application maintained in an active file for future consideration.

(3) Selection priorities. The priorities described belowwll be
used by the State Director to rate applications. Points will be

di stributed as indicated in paragraphs (b)(3)(i) through (v) of this
section. A copy of the score sheet should be placed in the case file
for future reference.

(iii) Experience. Applicant has evidence of at l[east 5 years of
successful experience in the type of activity proposed in the
application for funds under this subpart. Evidence of successfu
experi ence may be (1) a description of experience supplied and
certified by the applicant, or (2) a letter of support from
appropriate local elected officials explaining the applicant's
experi ence. Experience - 10 points.

(iv) Oher.

(A) Applicant has evidence that small business devel opnent
wi Il occur by startup or expansion as a result of the
activities to be carried out under the grant. Witten

evi dence of commitment by small business nust be provided to
Rural Devel opnent - 25 points.

(B) Applicant has evidence of substantial commtnent of
funds from nonfederal sources for proposed project. An

aut hori zed representative of the source organization of the
nonf ederal funds rmust provide evidence that the funds are
avail able and will be used for the proposed project. Mre
than 50 percent of the project costs from nonfederal sources
- 15 points; nmore than 25 percent, but |ess than 50 percent,
of project costs from nonfederal sources - 10 points;

bet ween 5 percent and 25 percent of project costs from

nonf ederal sources - 5 points.

(C For a grant to establish a revolving fund, the
appl i cant provi des evidence to the Agency through | oan
applications or letters from busi nesses that the | oans are
needed by small and energi ng busi nesses in the proposed
project area - 25 points.

(D) The anticipated devel opnent, expansion, or furtherance
of business enterprises as a result of the proposed project
will create and/or save jobs associated with the affected
busi nesses. The nunber of jobs must be evidenced by a
witten commitnment fromthe business to be assisted. One
job per each $10,000 or less in grant funds expended - 10
points. One job per each $25,000 to $10,000 in grant funds
expended - 5 points.

(E) The proposed grant project is consistent with, and does
not duplicate, econom c devel opnent activities for the
project area under an existing community or economc

devel opnent plan covering the project area. |If no |loca
plan is in existence for the project area, an areaw de pl an
may be used. The plan used nust be adopted by the
appropriate governnmental officials/entities as the area's
conmunity or econoni c devel opment plan. Appropriate plan
ref erences and copies of appropriate sections of the plan
as well as evidence of plan adoption by appropriate
governmental officials, should be provided to the Agency.
Project is reflected in a plan - 5 points.

(F) Grant projects utilizing funds avail able under this
subpart of |ess than $100,000 - 25 points, $100,000 to
$200, 000 - 15 points, nore than $200,000 but not nore than
$500, 000 - 10 points.

(G The project will assist a small and energing private
busi ness enterprise as described in 81942.305 (a) (2) of
this subpart — 10 points. (Added 12-20-02, SPECI AL PN.)

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(v) Discretionary. 1In certain cases, when a grant is an initia
grant for funding under this subpart and is not nore than

$500, 000, Rural Devel opment may assign up to 50 points in
addition to those that may be assigned in paragraphs (b)(3)(i)
through (iv) of this section. Use of these points must include a
witten justification, such as geographic distribution of funds,
criteria which will result in substantial enployment inprovenent,
mtigation of economic distress of a conmunity through the
creation or saving of jobs, or emergency situations. For grants

poi nts; nore than $200, 000, but not nore than $500, 000 - 20
poi nt s.

Grant funds may be used to finance and/or develop snmall and energing

(1) Acquisition and devel opnent of |and, easenents, and rights-of-
way .

(2) Construction, conversion, enlargement, repairs or nodernization
of buildings, plants, machinery, equipnent, access streets and roads,
parking areas, utilities, and pollution control and abat enent
facilities.

(3) Loans for startup operating cost and working capital
(4) Technical assistance for private business enterprises.

(5) Reasonable fees and charges for professional services necessary
for the planning and devel opment of the project including packaging.
Services nust be provided by individuals licensed in accordance with
appropriate State accreditation associations.

(6) Refinancing of debts exclusive of interest incurred by or on
behal f of an association before an application for a grant when all of
the foll owi ng exist:

(i) The debts were incurred for the facility or part thereof or
service to be installed or inproved with the grant, and

(ii) Arrangenents cannot be made with the creditors to extend or
nodi fy the terms of the existing debt.

(8) Training, when necessary, in connection with technica
assi stance.

(9) Production of television prograns to provide information on
i ssues of inmportance to farmers and rural residents.

(10) Create, expand, and operate rural distance |earning networks or
rural |earning prograns that provide educational instruction or job
training instruction related to potential enploynent or job
advancenent for adult students. (Added 05-23-94, SPECI AL PN.)

(b) Grants, except grants for television denponstration progranms, may be
made only when there is a reasonable prospect that they will result in
devel opnent of small and energing private business enterprises.

(c) Rural Devel opnent grant funds may be used jointly with funds furnished
by the grantee or from other sources including Rural Devel opnent | oan
funds. Pursuant to P.L. 95-334, other departnents, agencies, and executive
est abl i shnents of the Federal Government may participate and provide
financial and technical assistance jointly with Rural Devel opnent. The
amount of participation by the other departnent, agency, or executive
establishnent shall only be Iimted by its authorities other than

aut horities which inmpose restrictions on joint financing.

§ 1942.307 Limtations on use of grant funds.

(a) Funds will not be used:

(1) To produce agriculture products through grow ng, cultivation, and
harvesting either directly or through horizontally integrated
livestock operations except for comrercial nurseries, tinmber
operations, or limted agricultural production related to technica
assi stance projects.

(2) To finance conprehensive areaw de type planning. This does not
preclude the use of grant funds for planning for a given project.

(3) For loans by grantees when the rates, terms, and charges for
t hose | oans are not reasonable or would be for purposes not eligible
under § 1942.306 of this subpart.

(4) For prograns operated by cable tel evision systens.
(5) To fund a part of a project which is dependent on other funding
unless there is a firmcomitnment of the other funding to ensure

conpl etion of the project.

(6) To pay for technical assistance as defined in this subpart which
duplicates assistance provided to inplement an action plan funded by
the Forest Service (FS) under the National Forest-Dependent Rura
Communi ti es Economnic Diversification Act for

5 continuous years fromthe date of grant approval by the FS. To
avoi d duplicate assistance, the grantee shall coordinate with FS and
Rur al Busi ness and Cooperative Devel opment Service (RBCDS) to
ascertain if a grant has been made in a substantially simlar

geogr aphi cal or defined local area in a State for technical assistance
under the above program The grantee will provide docunentation to FS
and RBCDS regarding the contact with each agency. Under its program
the FS assists rural comunities dependent upon national forest
resources by establishing rural forestry and econonic diversification
action teanms which prepare action plans.

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§ 1942. 308 Regional Comm ssion grants.

(a) Grants are sonetinmes nade by Federal Regi onal Comm ssions for projects
eligible for Agency assistance. Agency has agreed to adm nister such funds
in accordance with Agency regul ations and the requirements of the
Conmi ssi on.

(b) The transfer of funds from a Regi onal Comm ssion to Agency will be
based on specific applications determned to be eligible for an authorized
purpose in accordance with the requirenments of Agency and the Regi ona
Conmi ssi on.

(c) ARC is authorized under the Appal achi an Regi onal Devel oprment Act of
1965, as anended, to serve the Appal achian region. ARC grants are handl ed
in accordance with the ARC Agreement which applies to all ARC grants
adnmi ni stered by the Agency. Therefore, a separate Project Managenent

Agr eenent between Agency and ARC is not needed for each ARC grant.

(d) O her Federal Regional Comm ssions are those authorized under Title V
of the Public Wirks and Econom c Devel opnent Act of 1965. Grants by these
conmi ssions are handled in accordance with a separate Project Managemnent
Agreenent between the respective Regional Commi ssion and Agency for each
Conmi ssion grant adm ni stered by Agency (Guide 1 of this subpart). The
agreement shoul d be prepared by the Rural Devel opnent State Director and

t he appropriate Conmm ssion official when the State Director receives a
notice fromthe Conm ssion of the amount of the grant to be nade.

§ 1942.310 Oher considerations.

(a) Civil R ghts conpliance requirenents. All grants made under this
subpart are subject to the requirements of Title VI of the Cvil Rights Act
of 1964, which prohibits discrimnation on the basis of race, color, and
national origin as outlined in Subpart E of Part 1901 of this chapter. In
addition, the grants made under this subpart are subject to the

requi renents of section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, which

prohi bits discrimnation on the basis of handi cap, the requirenents of the
Age Discrimnation Act of 1975, which prohibits discrimnation on the basis
of age, and Title Ill of the Anericans with Disabilities Act, Pub. L. 101-
336, which prohibits discrimnation on the basis of disability by private
entities in places of public acconmodati ons. Wen Agency is admnistering
a Federal Regi onal Commi ssion grant and no Agency RBE/tel evision
denonstration grant funds are involved, the

Federal Regi onal Comm ssion may meke its own determination of conpliance
with the above Acts, unless Agency is designated conpliance review
responsibilities.

Envi ronnental requirenents.

(1) GCeneral applicability. Unless specifically nodified by this
section, the requirements of Subpart G of Part 1940 of this chapter
apply to this subpart. Agency will give particular enphasis to
ensuring conpliance with the environmental policies contained in 88
1940. 303 and 1940.304 in Subpart G of Part 1940 of this chapter

Al t hough the purpose of the grant program established by this subpart
is to inprove business, industry, and enploynent in rural areas, this
purpose is to be achieved, to the extent practicable, without
adversely affecting inmportant environmental resources of rural areas
such as inportant farm and and forestlands, prime rangel ands, wetl and
and fl oodpl ai ns. Prospective recipients of grants, therefore, mnust
consi der the potential environnental inpacts of their applications at
the earliest planning stages and devel op plans, grants, and projects
that mininize the potential to adversely inpact the environment.

(2) Technical assistance. The application for a technical assistance
project is generally excluded from Agency's environmental review
process by 81940.310(e) (1) of subpart G of part 1940 of this chapter
However, as further specified in 81940.333 of subpart G of part 1940
of this chapter, the grantee for a technical assistance grant, in the
process of providing technical assistance, must consider the potentia
environnental inpacts of the reconmendations provided to the recipient
of the technical assistance.

(3) Applications for direct construction project. The application by
a potential grantee who intends to directly use grant funds for a

nont echni cal assi stance project, such as a construction project, shal
be revi ewed and processed under the applicable requirenents of Subpart
G of Part 1940 of this chapter.

(4) Applications for grants to provide financial assistance to third
party recipients. As part of the preapplication, the applicant mnust

provide a conplete Form RD 1940-20, "Request for Environnental
Information," for each project specifically identified inits plan to
provi de financial assistance to third parties who will undertake
eligible projects with such assistance. Agency will

review the preapplication, supporting materials and any required Formns
RD 1940-20 and initiate a Class Il assessnent for the preapplication
This assessnent will focus on the potential cumulative inpacts of the
projects as well as any environnental concerns or problenms that are
associ ated with individual projects and that can be identified at this
time fromthe information submitted. Because Agency's approval of
this type of grant application does not constitute Agency's conm tnent
to the use of grant funds for any identified third party projects (see
8§1942. 316 of this subpart), no public notification requirenments for a
Class Il assessnent

will apply to the preapplication. After the grant is approved, each
third party project to be assisted under the grant will undergo the
appl i cabl e environmental review and public notification requirements
in Subpart G of Part 1940 of this chapter, prior to Rural Devel opnent
providing its consent to the grantee to assist the third party
project. |If the preapplication reflects only one specific project
which is specifically identified as the third party recipient for
financi al assistance, Rural Devel opnent nmay performthe appropriate
envi ronnent al assessnent in accordance with the requirements of
Subpart G of Part 1940 of this chapter, and forego initiating a d ass
Il assessment with no public notification. However, the applicant
nmust be advised that if the recipient or project changes after the
grant is approved, the project to be assisted under the grant will
undergo the applicable environmental review and public notification
requi renents in Subpart G of Part 1940 of this chapter

(5) Conbined applications. Wenever an applicant files a
preapplication that includes a direct construction project and a plan
to provide financial assistance to third parties who will undertake
eligible projects, the follow ng environnental requirenents wll

apply:

(i) The proposed direct construction project(s) will be reviewed
under the requirements of paragraph (b)(3) of this section prior
to authorization of the application.

(ii) The plan to provide financial assistance to third parties
will be reviewed and processed under the requirements of

par agraph (b)(4) of this section. Additionally, the Cass I
assessment required for the plan shall address and anal yze the
cumul ative inpacts of all proposed projects, direct or third
party, identified within the preapplication.

Excess capacity or transfer of enpl oyment.

(1) |If a proposed grant is for nore than $1 mllion and will increase
direct enployment by nore than 50 enpl oyees, the applicant will be
requested to provide a witten indication to Rural Devel opment which
wi Il enable Rural Devel opnent to determine that the proposal wll not
result in a project which is calculated to, or likely to, result in:

(i) The transfer of any enploynent or business activity from one
area to another (this limtation shall not prohibit assistance
for the expansion of an existing business entity through the
establ i shnent of a new branch, affiliate, or subsidiary of such
entity if the expansion will not result in an increase in the
unenmpl oynment in the area of original |ocation or in any other
area where such entity conducts busi ness operations unless there
is reason to believe that such expansion is being established
with the intention of closing down the operations of the existing
busi ness entity in the area of its original l|ocation or in any

ot her area where it conducts such operations), or

(ii) An increase in the production of goods, materials, or
commodities or the availability of services or facilities in the
area, when there is not sufficient demand for such goods,

wi Il not have an adverse effect upon existing conpetitive
enterprises in the area. The applicant's witten indication wll
consi st of a resolution fromthe applicant and Form RD 449-22,

Informati on Report," from each existing and future occupant of
the site. The applicant may use Guide 2 of this subpart as an
exanple in preparing the resolution. Future occupants of the
site must be certified by Departnent of Labor (DOL) as outlined

i n paragraph (c)(3) of this section for a period of 3 years after
the initial certification by DOL.

(2) The State Director will check each docunent for conpl eteness and
accuracy and submit nine copies of each to the National O fice for
forwarding to DOL. The subnmittal to the National O fice should be
acconpani ed by a cover nenorandum gi ving the anopunt and purpose of the
grant. Information should not be submitted directly to DOL fromthe
applicant of the State Ofi ce.

(3) Gants shall not be made if the Secretary of Labor certifies
within 30 days after the matter has been submitted by the Secretary of
Agriculture that the provisions of 8§ 1942.310 (c)(1) of this subpart
have not been conplied with.

funds are to be made available to the grantee. In such cases the
letter of conditions from Rural Devel opnent to the grantee will not

i nclude the requirement for DOL determ nations.

Managenment assistance. Gant recipients will be supervised as

necessary to assure that projects are conpleted in accordance with approved
pl ans and specifications and that funds are expended for approved purposes.
